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Glenn Triumphs by Big Margin 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
Former astronaut John Glenn, 
battling his own party leaders 
and some powerful Ohio union 
chiefs, won the Democratic 
Senate nomination Tuesday by 
a surprising margin over in­ 
terim U. S. Sen. Howard M. 
Metzenbaum. 
The 52-year-old space hero 
ran ahead all the way, Metzen­ 
baum conceded shortly after 
midnight. 


In his third try for the Senate 
nomination. Glenn cut deeply 
into 
M etzenbaum ’s 
urban 
strength, even in the appointed 
senator’s home town of Cleve­ 
land, largest of Ohio cities. 
Glenn, who lost the nomi­ 
nation to Metzenbaum in 1970, 
captured a half dozen counties 
that went to his opponent four 
years ago, including Franklin 
(Columbus) and Montgomery 
(DAyton). 


The former astronaut’s victo­ 
ry was a 
rude setback to 
Democratic Gov. John J.Gilli- 
gan, who appointed Metzen­ 
baum to the Senate as a re­ 
placement for Republican Wil­ 
liam B.Saxbe, who resigned to 
become US. attorney general. 
Gilligan strongly supported 
Metzenbaum, although he tem ­ 
pered his enthusiasm in the 
days just before the primary 
election. 


It stood, too, as a rebuff to the 
AFL-CIO and to the United 
Automobile Workers 
unions, 
whose leaders endorsed Met­ 
zenbaum, a former labor attor­ 
ney , and strove to keep the rank 
and file in line. 
"It’s been a very hard-fought 
primary, but I don’t think it’s 
going to be any problem getting 
together after the primaj7,” 
Glenn said at a Columbus victo­ 
ry rally. 


Metzenbaum, who told' his 
supporters early today that 
"the votes tell the story, the 
people of Ohio have spoken,” 
refused to offer his backing to 
Glenn next November. He said 
he would laave that question 
open. 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph J. 
Perk won the Republican Sen­ 
ate nomination and the right to 
meet Glenn next November in 
easy fashion over Peter E.Voss

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. John J. Gilligan and for­ 
mer Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes 
easily won gubernatorial nomi­ 
nations Tuesday while Demo­ 
crats may have put an end to 
the "name game’’ in Ohio 
politics. 
Gilligan’s endorsed slate of 
state Rep.Richard F.Celeste of 
Cleveland for lieutenant gov­ 
ernor and state Sen. Tony Hall 
of Dayton for secretary of state 
won over some usually popular 
political last names. 
The only setback in Gilligan’s 
endorsed ticket was US. Sen. 
Howard M. Metzenbaum, who 
was defeated by former astro­ 
naut John Glenn. 
Celeste, 36, outdistanced 
eight others in the field to win 
the right to face Republican in­ 
cumbent 
Lt. Gov. John W. 
Brown in November. 
Brown 
was unopposed. 
Hall, 32. won in a field of six 
for secretary of state. Included 
in the field was a William K. 
Brown of Wintersville and John 
F. Kennedy of Cleveland. 
Hall will face veteran Re­ 
publican 
incumbent Ted 
W. 
Brown in November. The 68- 
year-old Brow n was unopposed 
for his party’s nomination. 
Celeste led throughout the 
night but it was past midnight 
before Hall pulled ahead of Wil­ 
liam K.Brown, a former carpet 
salesman who never before 
sought public office 
Celeste credited his victory to 
field organization and 
hard 
work. "There was widespread 
support among Democrat vot­ 
ers of the need for a leadership 
team,” he said 
Gilligan ran up more than a 
60 per cent lead over James D. 
Nolan. 51-year-old Cleveland 
nursing home operator and 
businessman. 
Nolan said he would withhold 
support of Gilligan until the 
governor were willing to a r­ 
range a meeting to "discuss the 


course of Ohio government.” 
"I have to protect my integri­ 
ty,” Nolan said. "And my in­ 
tegrity says I will withhold my 
support until he sits down and 
talks with me.” 
Nolan, during the campaign, 
labeled Gilligan a spending 
governor and said the governor 
spent $500,000 on his campaign. 
"We spent $50,000,” Nolan 
said, "and we’re not ashamed 


of what we’ve done. But we 
couldn't communicate. Nobody 
wanted to hear us.” 
Gilligan ignored Nolan in vic­ 
tory as he had throughout the 
campaign. He was jubilant over 
the Celeste-Hall triumps and 
joked of the John Glenn upset of 
Metzenbaum.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sav­ 
ing “ thestory is out,” the White 
House has said it will turn over 
no more Watergate tapes to 
Congress or the courts even if it 
means a 
constitutional con­ 
frontation. 
White House lawyer James 
D. St. Clair said Tuesday that 
President Nixon had reviewed 
Watergate special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski’s subpoena for 
64 tapes and ordered his attor­ 
neys to fight the demand to the 
Supreme Court if necessary. 
St. Clair declined to say what 
Nixon would do if the Supreme 
Court should rule against him, 
saying “it is rhetorical and hy­ 
pothetical and I don’t think we 
will get to that point." 
A spokesman for Jaworski 
said. "We plan to continue with 
our litigation.” 
St. Clair also said Nixon 
would give no more tapes to the 
House Judiciary Committee for 
its impeachment inquiry. The 
committee has requested tapes 
of about 75 Watergate-related 
conversations, besides the 42 
for which it was given White 
House-edited tran scrip ts in­ 
stead of the tapes.

It was the New Democrats’ 
first

with 
Trudeau, who has retained a 
tenuous hold on the government 
for 16 months by using their 31 
votes to give him a majority in 
the 
264-seat 
Commons. 
Trudeau’s Liberals have 109 
seats; the Conservatives hold 
107. 
The 
vote 
was 
expected 
lonight. 
The 54-year-old prime minis­ 
ter expressed doubt that the 
socialistic New Democrats and 
the Conservatives would vote 
together to oust him. But Con­ 
servative 
leader 
Robert 
Stanfield said he saw no diffi­ 
culty in supporting the New 
Democratic amendment, which 
complained that the budget in­ 
troduced Monday night failed 
“ to apply any measures to help 
pensioners or others on low or 
fixed incomes to deal with the 
housing crisis and to solve the 
glaring inequalities in the tax 
system." 


The Conservative motion said 
the House had lost confidence in 
the government because its 
economic plan failed “to pro­ 
pose effective budgetary ma­ 
chinery measures to contain 
and reduce inflation." 
Despite Trudeau’s refusal to 
admit 
his 
government was 
doomed, other Liberal leaders 
held no hope 
“I don’t see any way out," 
said Bryce Mackasey, a former 
cabinet minister “This looks 
like it." 
Trudeau has several options 
if voted out, but generally was 
expected to ask Governor» 
^General Jules Leger to dissolve 
Commons and call a general 
election A minimum of 58 days 
fnust elapse between the call 
.and voting day.

WASHINGTON <APi - The 
Pentagon has spent all of its al- 
loted military aid money for 
South Vietnam, forcing revision 
or cancellation of some muni­ 
tions contracts and a likely sus­ 
pension of US.military help for 
the Saigon government for the 
next two months 
While Pentagon officials 
were stung by the Senate's 
rejection of $266 million in 
additional military aid for 
South Vietnam, they are even 
more fearful the Congress will 
make deeper cuts in the same 
aid request for the coming 
fiscal vear. 


In a surprising, successful 
fight led by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., the Senate 
voted 43 to 38 »Monday to limit 
US. aid to Vietnam to a pre­ 
viously 
established 
$1.126 
billion ceiling. 
The vote caused Secretary of 
Defense James R. Schlesinger 
to order a series of emergency 
meetings to decide how to re­ 
act. 
Pentagon sources indicated 
American shipments to Saigon 
probably would be held up 
through the end of the fiscal 
year to remain in compliance 
with the Senate cutoff. 
Simon Leaves Energy Post 
For Treasury Chief's Job 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Like 
a busy surgeon rushing from 
one operation to another, Wil­ 
liam E. Simon moved today 
from the energy crisis to the 
nation's inflation crisis. 
Simon was scheduled to be 
sworn into office as the admin­ 
istration’s new secretary of the 
Treasury, succeeding George P. 
Shultz, one of the most powerful 
Treasury secretaries in recent 
history. 
President Nixon planned to 
attend the ceremony, scheduled 
for 11:30 a.m. EDT at the East 
Room in the White House. 
Simon, 46, will be his fourth 
Treasury secretary, after Da­ 
vid Kennedy, John B.Connally 
and Shultz. Simon has been the 
nation’s energy chief since De­ 
cember and will be succeeded 
in that position by John Sawhill.

It was to have funded 
street and bridge repairs and 
completion of 1-680 inside the 
city 


A millionaire and former 
Wall Street bond trader. Simon 
has made no secret that he con­ 
siders the nation’s 10.8 per cent 
inflation rate to be his major 
challenge. 
But he has not promised any 
spectacular new initiatives to 
deal with rising prices and told 
senators at his confirmation 
hearings he opposes a tax cut 
and wage and price controls as 
remedies 
He urged a return to econom­ 
ic fundamentals to control in­ 
flation. which implies policies 
that are a little removed from 
those favored by Shultz and 
other Nixon economic advisers. 
If Simon sticks to his funda­ 
mentals plan, Americans can 
expect him to give major atten­ 
tion to restraining government 
expenditures and possibly even 
trying to balance the federal 
budget. 
Sen. Walter »Mondale. D- 
Minn.. said after listening to Si­ 
mon at the confirmation hear­ 
ings that his policies sounded 
like “a typical old-fashioned, 
big-banker’s approach to the 
economy.” 
But .Mondale did not oppose 
Simon and he was confirmed by 
the Senate without significant 
opposition. 
One potential handicap for Si­ 
mon will be that while the 
problem of inflation is worse 
than when Shultz became sec­ 
retary. he will not have all the 
economic authority that Shultz 
had 
Nixon did not name Simon to 
Shultz’s post as chairman of the 
White 
House 
Council 
on 
Economic Policy, nor did he 
give Simon the title of assistant 
to the President, a position held 
by Shultz. 
One reason for the reduced 
authority, sources have said, is 
that budget director Roy L Ash 
and others wished to have a 
bigger economic policy role for 
themselves 
Another reason, it is believed, 
is that Simon 
is 
less 
ex­ 
perienced in economic affairs 
than Shultz-the last member 
of the original Nixon Cabinet to 
leave office

At the White House, Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren said top Nixon ad­ 
ministration officials were 
“deeply disappointed” in the 
Senate vote. 
He 
predicted 
the 
congressional cutoff would 
result in a military imbalance 
in Vietnam as a result of con­ 
tinued heavy infiltration of 
troops and equipment by the 
North Vietnamese into South 
Vietnam. 
Though Warren indicated at­ 
tempts may be made again to 
raise Ihe aid ceiling. Pentagon 
sources said no attempt would 
be made to influence a confer­ 
ence committee of House and 
Senate members who might 
consider it again 
Instead, said Pentagon offi­ 
cials. the chief worry is salvag­ 
ing a $1.6 billion Vietnam aid 
ceiling for the new fiscal year 
starting July 1. The House 
Armed Services Committee al­ 
ready has lopped off $200.000 of 
that figure, indicating that any 
attempts for a substantial mili­ 
ta rv support program for the 
Saigon government will have 
trouble in the Congress 
Between now and July 1, 
Pentagon sources said, all cate­ 
gories of military aid to South 
Vietnam, particularly artillery 
rounds, would come under 
scrutiny. Some arms or am­ 
munition purchases might be 
diverted in other aid programs 
to countries such as Korea or 
Israel. 
The rejection ol the $266 mil­ 
lion. sought not as an outright 
increase, but defended as a pa­ 
per transfer credited to earlier 
years, was not expected to re­ 
sult in an> sharp reduction of 
South Vietnamese military op­ 
erations. It was expected to re­ 
sult in a much more frugal use 
of such 
items as artillery 
rounds and aircraft munitions. 
And while Pentagon officials 
decided how to stay within 
bounds of the $1.126 billion ceil­ 
ing, they planned means of sal­ 
vaging their fiscal 1975 request 
in a debate reminiscent of ear­ 
lier congressional fights over 
US. involvement in the In­ 
dochina fighting.

Will We Turn Back the Clock? 
Some people say you can't turn the clock back 
But in some ways you can 
For example, it is possible, in 1974. to reduce 
the number of traffic deaths to the level of 1963 — 
if the current trend is maintained throughout the 
year. 
Statistics, compiled and released by the 
National Safety Council show traffic fatalities 
decreased by ¿5 per cent during the first two 
months of Í974. and by 25 per cent again in 
March Nearly 3.000 fewer Americans died in 
automobile mishaps the first three months of this 
year than during the comparable period last 
vear 
’ \ND IN J ANUARY and February 40 ooo less 
motorists suffered disabling injuries than in the 
same months of 1973 
Most of the lives were saved and most of the 
mishaps avoided because, according to the 
National Safety Council, a majority of drivers 
observed the 55 m ile an hour speed limit 
necessitated by the gasoline shortage 
There are other factors which helped reduce 
the number of fatalities and injuries, but the

A voluble, inaccurate and uninformed critic 
can. if he has the advantage of wide publicity for 
everything he utters, raise hob with the orderly 
development and progress of practically any 
human enterprise. Adverse publicity has been 
the chief weapon of the environmental and 
consumer advocates. 
Consider the matter of nuclear power and 
electric generation. At the end of 1973. there 
were 42 nuclear reactors classed as operable in 
the U. S with a combined capacity of 25.670 
Megawatts, which amounted to 5.6 per cent of 
total l \ S. electric generating capability. Right 
now. there is an urgent need to reduce con­ 
sumption of oil. If U. S nuclear plants did not 
exist and the same amount of power had to be 
produced by fossil fuel, we would be burning 
around 250-million barrels more of oil or 57- 
million more tons of coal per year than is now- the 
case We face a 10-15 year period of fossil fuel 
shortage and. somewhere in the future, final 
exhaustion of these sources of energy. Those who 
seek to block research and development of 
nuclear power and the construction of nuclear 
power plants seem to forget these facts They 
also forget the nuclear industry’s record of 
safety — a cumulative total of 160 years of

reactors 
without a single accident that in any way harmed 
a member of the public.

The Peachtree Symbol 


Wright Bryan, former editor 
of the Atlanta Journal and the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer, tells 
me that Peachtree Street, the 
famed main drag of Atlanta, 
stands on a divide. 
Rainwater flowing down the 
east gutter winds up in the 
Altamaha River and eventually 
the 
Atlantic 
Ocean. 
That 
flowing down the west gutter 
goes to the Chattahoochee and 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
It was down 
this sam e 
Peachtree Street that the 
vicious Army of the Tennessee 
marched 
behind 
William 
Tecumseh Sherman on Sept 2. 
1864, to begin the dismem­ 
berment of the Confederacv, 
IN THE SMOKE of burning 
“Covingtons” and “Promised 
Lands” (there was never really 
a “Tara” ), the brittle plan­ 
tation economy was shattered 
and there followed a tragedy 
lasting most of a century. 
Even as late as the 1930s, 
m alaria, 
hookworm 
and 
pellagra were problems, and 
F.D.R.’s aide, Miss Frances 
Perkins, dismissed the area as 
“the shoeless South.” 
On Peachtree Street what 
will be the world’s tallest hotel. 
70 stories, 
is 
under con­ 
struction 
Put together Sher­ 
man. the hotel and the divide, 
and Peachtree Street becomes 
a symbol of the South. 
A divide cannot be detected 
until you have considerable 
know ledge of the geography on 
both sides 
And historical 
divides 
are 
alm ost 
never 
recognized at the time, for this 
requires an understanding of 
the future. But on one day 
during World War II the water 
in the South which had been 


flowing mostly in one direction, 
began flowing mostly in the 
other. 
HENRY GRADY'S 
“New 
South" finally got going — 
about 55 years after he had 
made his famous speech of 
hope. 
It is ironic that one war 
should 
rum 
the South 
and 
another 
should 
begin 
its 
resurrection. But the South has 
good training weather, and the 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
which the military services 
poured into the Southern camps 
started a new ball game. Not all 
the GI's from a distance cursed 
the mosquitos and the mud. 
Some looked around, liked w hat 
they saw and came back when 
the fighting was over 
World War II marked the 
beginning of the mechanization 
of Southern agriculture, par­ 
ticularly w ith the cotton picker. 
Fortuitously, at the moment 
much of the South's farm labor, 
most of it black, might have 
been declared surplus, the 
Northern factories beckoned 
The sharecrop economy died. 
The 
40-acres-an d -a-m u le 
subsistence 
vanished almost 
overnight 
In a brief quarter-century 
rural Dixie was transformed. 
The gullies were terraced.

ON APRIL 17, 1973, he told 
the nation he got his first word 
on March 21 of that year of 
alleged grave Nixon staff- 
involvement in the coverup and 
the varied activities carried out 
under 
the 
generic 
term 
“Watergate.” It came from 
John Dean, counsel. 
Ever since, he has told us that 
he then launched his own new 
inquiry into the matter, told his 
staff to get the full story out and 
ordered all hands to cooperate 
openly and fully with judicial 
and 
congressional 
bodies 
probing Watergate. 
His 
am azing 
1308-page 
document can only be studied 
piecemeal. It is vital to begin, 
then, with transcripts of five 
White 
House 
taped 
con­ 
versations which occurred 
BEFORE March 21 last year — 
on Sept. 15,1972, and, in 1973, on 
February 28, March 13, March 
17 and March 20. 
What these earlier con­ 
versations disclose, as tran­ 
scribed, is that the President 
learned before March 21, 1973, 
that at least one White House 
aide knew of Watergate at a 
presumably critical stage, that 
several key White House aides, 
operatives and consultants 
played either commanding or 
field roles with the President’s 
reelection committee usually 
held responsible for Watergate, 
that the whole of his people’s 
plans for 1971-72 embraced a 
great sweep of activities — 
including an undercutting of the 
Democrat’s campaign and the 
break-in at the California office 
of 
Daniel 
E llsberg’s 
psychiatrist. 
YET, PERHAPS 
far more 
damning than anything in these 


and many other conversations 
is the overwhelming evidence 
that the President and others 
were at all times dominated bÿ 
an overriding concern that the 
Watergate story be confined 
narrowly to the 1972 burglary 
and 
that the 
White House 
connection with it and other 
harmful 
events 
be either 
squelched totally or sharply 
minimized. 
In a following report, I’ll set 
down some of Mr. Nixon’s 
comments bent toward con­ 
fining the story while trying to 
persuade investigators and the 
public the White House was 
dedicated to getting out the full 
truth.

BONN, West Germ any (AP) 
— The two parties in West G er­ 
many’s coalition government 
are meeting today to discuss a 
new cabinet lineup am id specu­ 
lation about untold reasons for 
Chancellor Willy B randt’s res­ 
ignation. 


F in an ce M inister H elm ut 
Schmidt, the coalition’s choice 
to succeed Brandt, scheduled a 
meeting with the form er chan­ 
cellor and other leaders of their 
Social Dem ocratic party. 


F oreign 
M inister W alter 
Scheel, heading the caretaker 
government left by B randt's 
resignation Monday, called his 
Free Democratic party, the 
junior m em ber of the coalition, 
into a separate caucus. 


The two parties were agreed 
on Schm idt’s nomination, and 
his election May 16 by the Bun­ 
destag, the lower house of par­ 
liament, was considered a cer­ 
tainty. The two parties hold 271 
of the 496 Bundestag seats, a 
m ajority of 46. 


In a televised interview', Sch­ 
midt term ed the demand of the 
c o n s e r v a t i v e 
C h r i s t ia n 
Democratic party for new elec­ 
tions “completely absurd.” He 
declared that the coalition re­ 
mains fully able to govern. 
Schmidt also said he saw no 
need to renegotiate the coali­ 
tion's domestic political pro­

Brandt was reelected chan­ 
cellor in 1972. But he is ex­ 
pected to take a harder line 
over West G erm any’s treaty 
com m itm ents with Soviet Bloc 
nations.

433. only 23 more than the re­ 
quired two-thirds majority, the 
160,000-m em ber 
league 
on 
Tuesday gave men full voting 
rights. 
“ Most of us are well accus­ 
tomed to dealing with men in 
the kitchen, on the dance floor, 
at the gasoline station and in 
the bedroom ,” said Betsy John­ 
son of W orcester. Mass. “But 
how many of us know how to 
persuade men to our point of 
view’ on the political plane.’ 
Working with men inside the 
league w ill contribute to our po­ 
litical effectiveness." 
W hen the vote w as a n ­ 
nounced, most of the 1.400 dele­ 
gates to its national convention 
stood and cheered. 
“ I’m not certain men are 
ready for the league, but I feel 
the league is ready for men.” 
said president Lucy W. Benson 
of Amherst, Mass, She had a 
m em bership check from the 
first man to become a voting 
m em ber—her husband, Bruce.

Knows His Territory 
Armstrong Has 800-vote 
Edge, Concedes Defeat 


CHILL1COTHE,Ohio (AP) - 
You don’t give up when you’re 
ahead with most of the votes 
counted—unless you know the 
territory like Harry Armstrong 
of Logan does 
The 
veteran 
Republican 
state senator had an 806-vote 
edge over his opponent, Rep. 
Oakley C. Collins of I ronton, 
when 
he 
conceded 
defeat 
Tuesday night. About three- 
fourths of the votes were in 
from the contested 11-county, 
17th Senate District. 
“I’ve se e s enough I ’m going 
home and go to bed,” said the 
56-year-old Armstrong, a veter­ 
an of eight years in die Senate 
and 12 in the House At the time, 
Collins had taken commanding 
early leads in the southernmost 
counties and those that also 
happen to be the heaviest 
populated with 
Republicans. 
Armstrong and Collins wound 
up living in the same southeast 
Ohio district two years ago 
when Democrats drew 
new 
boundaries for House and Sen­ 
ate districts. Collins ran for and 
won a seat in the House, since 
Armstrong at the time had two 
years left in his Senate term. 
Armstrong, as expected, out­ 
distanced Collins at least 2-1 in 
the district’s northern counties, 
including Ross and Pickaway, 
and ran away from the Law­ 
rence County coal mine oper­ 
ator in Arm strong's home 
county of Hocking He led most 
of the evening. 
Then the results started to 
come in from the so-called 
"river” 
counties—Lawrence, 
Gallia, Meigs, and Athens—and 
ArmstroiH knew it was over. 
Collins did, too. 
"Victory is in the bag,” Col­ 
lins said with a big grin He 
would up with an edge of about 
1,000 votes of about 24,000 cast 
after having trailed at one point 
9,106 to 7,694. That was with 300 
of 474 polling places in. 
Armstrong admitted that for 
him, it was "uphill from the 


start ." He pointed out that the 
Democratic 
reapportionment 
meant more Democrats in his 
back yard region and gave Col­ 
lins a chance to collect Republi­ 
can strength in the same river 
counties Collins has represent­ 
ed for years. 
Collins, 58, served the south­ 
ern counties in the Senate for 18 
years and his latest House term 
brought to two the number he 
has served in that chamber. 
Armstrong, a 
farmer-busi- 
nessman, let it be known he 
thought GOP county chairmen 
who helped Collins should have 
remained neutral, but other­ 
wise was philosophical. 
“I’ll have some time to spend 
with my grandchildren, 
he 
said.

Grant 
McDonald of Chillicothe in the 
November election. McDonald, 
a Ross County commissioner 
and former township trustee, 
was unopposed in Tuesday’s 
Democratic primary.

District residents lost their 
right to vote for local officials 
as a result of congressional ac­ 
tion in 187R. Until 1967 the city 
government was run by a three- 
m ember commission appointed 
by Congress. 
Since then, the federal city 
has been adm inistered by an 
appointed 
mayor and 
nine- 
m ember council. 
W ashingtonians curren tly 
have the right to elect a school 
board, to vote in presidential 
elections and to be represented 
in Congress by a nonvoting 
delegate to the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
Final results from the refer­ 
endum Tuesday showed 79.141 
voters, or 83 per cent of the to­ 
tal. in favor of the home-rule 
charter, with 16,518. or 17 per

removed. However, after you 
have had this done in a case 
such as yours, I would favor a 
chem ical treatm ent on the 
entire face area.

US.Consumer Products Safety. 
Commission served notice to­ 
day that it intends to ban use of 
vinyl chloride in most house­ 
hold aerosol sprays because the 
chemical is considered a poten­ 
tial health hazard 


Responding to a Feb. 21 peti­ 
tion from Ralph Nader’s Health 
Research Group, the commis­ 
sion also called on aerosol man­ 
ufacturers to turn over imme­ 
diately 
any 
information 
on 


products that have ever con­ 
tained vinyl chloride as a pro­ 
pellant or an ingredient. 
Vinyl chloride has been 


implicated in at least a dozen 
cases of a rare form of liver 
cancer 
among 
industrial 


workers, and has been shown to 
cause 
various 
tumors 
in 


laboratory rats forced to inhale 
the chemical. 
The commission said it is 


concerned "about home use of 
aerosol products containin 
vinyl chloride and seeks a 
ditional inform ation about 
production, distribution and uae 
patterns."

stances. The new salves act by 
interfering with the formation 
of new DNA and hence new cell 
formation. 
Skin 
cells 
are 
constantly 
dying and being 
replaced. The skin cancer cell s 
rate of reproduction is even 
greater than normal skin 
TH E CHEM ICAL 
in 
the 
salve (fluorouracil. marketed 
under the trade name Efudex) 
interferes with the DNA for­ 
mation. and the cancer cells 
can t reproduce. So. thev die 
and form a crust whereas the 
normal cells will be less af­ 
fected. if at all The chemical 
literally differentiates between 
normal and abnormal cells, and 
much earlier than an ordinary 
microscope can. 
I would suggest that you go 
see a dermatologist and see if 
he 
can’t 
choose 
such 
a 
medication or one with a 
similar action for a generalized 
treatment of your face area It 
might prevent your developing 
new lesions later that would 
need to be removed surgically. 
The treatment can be repeated 
later with the salve if conditions 
seem to warrant it. I suspect 
that in the long run you will 
protect your appearance by 
using such an approach. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 


like your opinion on a woman 
who has to have a hysterectomy 
for health reasons. So many of 
my friends say a woman who 
has had one isn’t any good 
sexually. Would you 
please 


comment on this? It would put 
many of these women’s minds 
at ease. Also, is the woman any 
different when she has the 
operation? Are other women 
better partners who have not 
had the operation? Also, do 
men prefer women who have 
not had one? 
Dear Reader — I get a lot of 


letters asking about this. The 
truth is the uterus has almost 
nothing to do with sexual ac­ 
tivity. It is connected to the top 
end of the birth canal and 
provides no important feeling 
for the woman.
